1 , X have to report the loss to the public service in the early 
part of the year of a very distinguished public servant, by the 
death of Mr. W. M. Hennessy, the Assistant Deputy Keeper, one 
of the ablest Celtic scholars of the day ; he was appointed one of 
the senior clerks on the original staff of this Department on its 
inception, where his intimate acquaintance with Irish Topo- 
graphy was of the greatest use, and his vast stores of Celtic 
and antiquarian knowledge were always at the service of such 
of the public as required them. 

2. His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was pleased to appoint 
Mr. John 0. Overend, the senior first clerk in this department, to 
be Assistant Deputy Keeper, and Mr. Michael Joseph M'Enerv, 
second class clerk, to be a first class clerk. 

3 The post of junior clerk amongst the second class clerks, 
vacant by the.promotion of Mr. H'Enery, has been filled by the 
transfer of Mr. J. M. Clarke, from the office of the Local Govern- 
ment Board of Ireland.

54. The reports for the year 1889 of the Parochial Officers having 
charge of their Parish Registers, by virtue of Retention Orders 
granted by His Honor the Master of the Rolls, have been regularly 
and satisfactorily furnished. At the present date, out of 492 
parishes for which reports have to be returned, there are only two 
in arrear, and the delay in these cases arises from the parishes 
lying vacant, and there being no person who can furnish a 
report. 

55. There have been but few complaints of injury to the re- 
cords from damp, and in those cases the Incumbents have been 
asked to adopt the precautions recommended during the last few 
years, which in the other cases have proved effective. 

5G. The Registers of nineteen parishes became attachable during 
the year. Of° these six have been transferred to this custody, and 
thirteen remain in local custody by virtue of His Honor’s Reten- 
tion Orders. The three tables subjoined show the changes in 
the places of deposit and custody of Parochial Records during

Extracts from Mr. Herbert Woot/s Report on Insolvency 
Records. 

TIig Insolvency Records were contained in four rooms of the Bank- 
ruptcy Court, viz., the Office cf the First Clerk in Insolvency, the 
Writers’ Room, the Messenger’s Room, and a room off the top corridor. 
The documents in the two first rooms were well arranged and in 
excellent order ; but a gas explosion, which took placo recently in the 
Messenger’s room, had seriously confused a number of the Petitions 
-and Schedules. These had been thrown into the room off the top 
corridor without any attempt at arrangement. The crowded state of 
this room prevented the documents being arranged there ; they were 
accordingly brought over to this department, and have since been 
put in order and interpolated. 

Before the year 1821, insolvent debtors (i.e. persons unable to dis- 
charge their liabilities, who either were non-traders, or, if traders, had 
liabilities for a sum not exceeding £300) if in prison, could petition the 
Superior Court, by virtue of whose writ they had been imprisoned, to 
be discharged. If, however, they had been imprisoned by a writ of an 
Inferior Court, they were obliged to petition the Court of Common 
Pleas, who would hear it or relegate it to the Judge of Assize in whose 
circuit the petitioner was imprisoned. In 1821, a court for the relief 
of insolvent debtors was instituted, and any petition presented, but not 
disposed of, up to that period was settled by the new court, and classed 
as “ old series” amongst the Petitions and Schedules. Any cases which 
had come before the Superior Courts or Judges of Assize, and had been 
settled by them before the institution of the new court, must be sought 
for amongst the Records of the respective courts. I give here a list of 
the Insolvency Records which were transferred to this department 
amongst ihe Records of the Courts of Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, 
and Exchequer. They are as follows : — 

Queen’s Bench. 

Account Boohs and Private Boohs of Insolvents. 

Insolvent Lists , 1815-1820. 

These are daily lists of Insolvents brought up before the King’s 
Bench, and contain memoranda of tho case as well as notes of 
ruling. There are also some Assize Lists. 

Oaths, 1785-1811. 

Tliis is a roll of Oaths of Insolvents, affirming that they havo 
returned true Schedules of their effects. 

Petitions and Schedules, 1786-1821. 

These are arranged alphabetically. There are some orders, 
affidavits of service, Ac., to be found amongst them, as well as 
certificates of the Marshal as to the reason for prisoners bein" 
detained. ° 
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Common Pleas. 

Index to Insolvents , 1810-1821. 

This volume contains names of Insolvents, dates of imprison- 
ment, and prisons where confined. 

Papers in re Rev. Alexander Nicholson, an Insolvent. 

Petitions and Schedules, 1 778-1 7S0. 

This series also contains consents of creditors to petitioner taking 
tko benefit of the Insolvency Acts ; and assignments of property 
by Insolvent. 

Pule Book, M. 1S15-T. 1821. 

This volume . contains Ridings made upon hearing Insolvency 
cases. For Rulings prior to these, vide Peremptory Rule Rook 
Common Pleas. 

Receipts, 1S21-1844, 

These are receipts given by the Chief Clerk to Officer of Court 
of Common Pleas for Insolvency papei*3 required by him. 

Exchequer. 

Petitions and Schedules, 1768-1786. 

This series is very imperfect, there being no Petitions or 
Schedules for several years included in the above period. 

The Sheriff’s certificate of committal is appended to the Petition. 

Rule Books (Revenue Exchequer), 1820-1821. 

Rules and orders made upon hearing Insolvency cases. 



By the statute 1 and 2 Geo. IV\, c. 59 (1821), a separate Court 
for the relief of Insolvent Debtors was instituted, as it was found that 
the practice of discharging Insolvent Debtors by the Superior Courts 
and Justices of Assize had caused great obstruction to ordinary 
business. Two barristers, as Commissioners, with all the powers of 
Judges of the Superior Courts, and a Chief Clerk, were appointed. 
One of the Commissioners or both, if necessary, was to go circuit at 
stated times. A Provisional Assignee was appointed, to whom the 
petitioning prisoner was to convey his effects. These effects, upon 
discharge of prisoner, were to be conveyed by Provisional Assignee 
to a Creditors’ Assignee. 

In the year 1840 an Act (3 and 4 Vic., c. 107) was passed, to 
continue and amend the laws for the relief of Insolvent Debtors in 
Ireland. This Act did not alter the. former Act in any important 
particular save vesting the effects of Insolvents in Creditors’ Assignees 
on appointment, without the necessity of a conveyance from the Pro- 
visional Assignee. Sub -assignments, accordingly, ended in this year. 

By an Act (20 and 21 Yic., c. 60), passed in the year 1857, 4C to 
consolidate and amend the laws relating to Bankruptcy and Insolvency 
in Ireland ” the old Courts were discontinued, and a new Court, 
entitled “ The Court of Bankruptcy and Insolvency,” constituted. By 
this Act the two Commissionersliips were abolished and their places 
were taken by two Judges, who also presided in Bankruptcy cases. 
The Assistant Barristers, afterwards styled Chairmen of Quarter Sessions, 
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were Appointed to settle Insolvency and Bankruptcy matters in the 
country. The office of Provisional Assignee was abolished and Official 
Assignees were appointed, in whom the e fleets of Insolvent vested, 
but Creditors’ Assignees could bo joined with them by order of the 
Court. 

By the statute 35 and 36 Vic., c. 57 (1872), imprisonment for 
debt in Ireland, except in certain cases, was abolished, and the dis- 
tinction between “trader” and “non-trader ” was done away with, the 
“ Bankruptcy Court ” taking the place of the old “ Bankruptcy and 
Insolvency Court.” Ten years were allowed for settling outstanding 
Insolvency matters, a period which could be still further extended 
by order of the Court.

I. The Index to the Unregistered Papers of the years 1877 
and 1878, has been completed .and entered in Yol. III., of 
the Miscellaneous Index. 

II. The Current Papers of the years 1879-1880, received from 
the Chief Secretary’s Office, on the 20th June, 1889, have 
been placed in Cartons Nos. 2636 to 273 5. The unregistered 
papers that accompanied those years have also been indexed 
and entered in Yol. III. of the Miscellaneous Papers. 

III. Index op Rebellion Papers contained in Cartons to \ 2 /- 
ranging from 1796 to 1808, with some few of an earlier 
and later date has been completed and bound into a 
volume. 

IY. The Proclamations issued by the Lord Lieutenant ani> 
Council of Ireland, 1618 to 1875, as well as some issued 
by the King. I had intended to have added a catalogue 
of those Proclamations contained in volumes, and I have 
made some progress in the work. A portion of this 
catalogue is appended hereto. However, I find the com- 
pletion would occupy too much time on this occasion, and 
I deem it best to postpone it for my next report. These 
Proclamations are of considerable value referring to 
historical events of the utmost importance, requiring great 
attention to be paid to their contents, and a proper 
calendar made to the collection.

Y. An Index to Agreements, Bonds, Leases, &c., 1683-1793, 
has been made and transferred with the documents to the 
Public Record Office. 

YI. Index to Search-Book, Vol. I., has been completed. 

YIT. Received prom Privy Council Office, eight cartons full of
